THE Marcu MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will be held in North 
American Hall, West Wing of the Academy buildings in Golden Gate Park, 
Wednesday evening March 15, 1950 at 8 o ’clock. Howard Cleaves, noted camera- 
man in wildlife photography, will show a technicolor film entitled 


ANIMALS UNAWARE 


Mr. Cleaves’ success, described as “bagging wildlife on film,” has long been known. 
His photography, begun under tutelage of Thomas A. Edison in 1913, has appeared 
in feature articles in the Saturday Evening Post, the National Geographic Maga- 
zine, House and Garden, and many other periodicals. His special science film se- 
quences of animals in the wild have been seen in Pathé and Fox newsreels and 
Paramount pictures. 

Mr. Cleaves achieved a reputation photographing animals in their natural haunts 
by night, for which he developed a unique contrivance of powerful lights carried 
on his shoulders that earned for him the unusual] soubriquet “human chandelier.” 
He also devised a method of taking flashlight pictures under water. 

The new film, “Animals Unaware,” contains, among other things, the interesting 
life history of the seventeen-year “locust” or cicada; studies of ospreys on the 
Atlantic coast, emphasizing the relationship of this bird to mankind; adventures in 
the haunts of the clapper rail; and a wild ruffed grouse that “boxes” with human 
beings.

Fan mail, subscriptions to Pacific Discovery, and a decided boost by Bradford 
Washburn, when he told Academy officers of the Boston Museum's successful 
television show, have all added mounting enthusiasm for the Academy to have a 
regularly scheduled television program for the Bay Area viewers with its own 
sponsor.
